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Report of School Board. 


The School Board in compliance with the law of the 
State, herewith submit their annual report. 

With the exception of the closing of the Gossville 
school one week earlier than was intended, because of the 
illness of many of the pupils, there have been thirty 
weeks of school in each district. 

Five of the schools had the same teacher all the year 
which we feel is a great benefit, for after the teacher and 
pupil have become acquainted and the teacher has ob- 
tained a good knowledge of the ability, temperament and 
inclination of the scholar, she is better prepared to im- 
part instruction that will be received and applied. 

That perfection has been secured in all or even in any 
of the schools we would not for a moment claim, yet it is 
our opinion that they have been as successful and as 
good progress has been made as in former years. | 

The teachers have been faithful and endeavored to 
have the children learn, and when parents and pupils 
have joined with the teacher for this end, good results 
have been obtained, but where indifference and fault- 
finding predominate, the labor of the teacher brings but 
a small return. . 

‘‘It is easy to critcise—it is difficult to improve.” 
Education is the only heritage many parents can bestow 
upon their children. Some furnish it at great personal 
sacrifice, while others allow their children to absent 
themselves from school for some trivial excuse or because 
of a dislike for the teacher, little realizing the great loss 
they sustain. 

The changes that are constantly occuring in the world, 
the establishment of new governments, the frequent 
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changes in the forms of government, the formation of 
new states and the séttling, cultivating and improving of 
lands heretofore almost unknown, necessitates frequent’ 
changes in geographical text books, consequently the 
past season Harper’s geography was changed for Morton’s 
and the exchange proved satisfactory. 

Your committee would advise that the coming year a 
change be made in the arithmetics. It is now nearly 
twenty years since Greenleaf’s inductive series were put 
into our schools, and foras long a period as before that 
Greenleaf’s arithmetics were in use here. 

The principles of mathamatics may_ever be the same 
yet the methods of presentation may possibly be improved.
